Scores ot Unfortunates Caught by the 
Rushing Flood and Drowned. 


The Hassayampa Valley Devastated 
for Many Milzs—A Courier Loses 
His Life While Warning 
- Settlers.

Prescott (Ariz.), Feb. 25.— [By the As- 
sociated Press.] Hopes that the early re- 
ports of the disaster at Wainut Grove dam 
might prove exaggerated were dispelled 
last night, when J. I. Williams, the mining 
superintendent, accompanied by his brother, 
Benjamin Williams of Bisbee, and Prof. 
James Douglass, a mining expert and capi- 
talist, arrived from Copper Basin and re- 
lated the story told them by two prospectors 
direct from the scene ot the catastrophe. - 
Soon after the arrival of these gentiemen, 
the stage agent who took Sheriff O'Neill 
and Dr. Mullen to Walnut Grove on Satur-

MORE VICTIMS. 

Besides the victims above mentioned, were 
twelve or fifteen miners at work, between the 
upper and lower dams, and a number of 
ranchers along the stream, are missing; and 
when all casualties are ascertained, the en- 
tire number will be probably between fifty 
and sixty. The bodies thus far recovered 
number about a dozen, many of which were 
found twenty to thirty miles below the place 
where the flood overtook them. All the re- 
mains were more or less mutilated, while in 
several cases lragments have been recovered. 
Many bodies have doubtless been buried in 
the sand, some torn to pieces and others 
carried far south. 

“THE FORCE OF-THE WATER | 

when turned loose, can bardly be appreci- 
ated without going over the ground covered 
by it. ‘Those who saw it say it came down 
in an almost perpendicular wall ninty 
or one hundred feet high, and ap- 
parently crushed down, instead of 
sweeping away, everything before it. 
Immense’ boulders, welghing tons. 
were thrown around as a child might toss a 
ball. Enormous trees were broken in two 
or torn into shreds, Iron bars were broken 
or twisted out of shape, and an ordinary flat 
iron Ws picked up and carried five miles, 
and then imbedded in the wails of a cafion 
80 feet above the present level of the 
stream. 

A-large safe belonging to Robert Brown, 
containiug $700, was swept away, and no 
trace has been found of it yet. 

AT THE LOWER DAM. 

The flood struck the lowerdam at 1:50 
Saturday morning, and five minutes later 
the headquarters, five miles below, were 
sweptaway. Several persons were at both 
points watching, but notwithstanding this 
there were over thirty men drowned at the 
dam, and these who escaped did so only 
with whatthey had on their backs, many 
only in their night clothing. | 
DROWNED WHILE WARNING SETTLERS. 

Early Friday evening a courier was sent 
from the upper tothe lower dam to waro 
residents at the latter point that the former 
structure wasin danger of breaking, but 
owing to the storm aud darkness the messen- 
ger, William Akard, could not keep ahead 
of the flood, and lost bis life trying to cross 
the Hassayampa within view of the sur- 
vivors of the camp whom he had tried to 
save. 

A DOZEN MORE BODIES FOUND. 

Charles Thompson, the courier who ar- 
rived from Wiekendurg this afternoon, and 
who lost bis rauch above the lower dam,

Prospectors—Awful Scenes. 
PIX (Ariz.), Feb. 25.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] News from the scene of dis- 
aster comes in slowly. The full list of the 
drowned is not known, and it will be sev- 
eral days yet before it is known, if ever. 
The company’s camp, three miles below 
the lower dam, contained 125 people two 
weeks ago, and there were probably that 
many there at the time of the disaster.

A TERRIBLE ROAR. 

It swept down upon the camp, carrying 
away tents, buildings and the cottonwood 
trees with which the cafion was filled.

Every 
vestige of it was swept away, and no.one 
would know that a dam h ever been in 
the vicinity or any life had ever been in the 
cafion. 

PROSPECTORS BARELY ESCAPE. 

A party of prospectors on their way to 
the dam were camped in the Hassayampa 
Cafion, 40 miles below Wickenburg, just 
ab: ve the narrows. One of these, Mr. Em- 
body of Los Angeles, who returned today, 
reports that they had feared arise of the 
stream and meant to keep a watch, but had 
gone to sleep, when about 4 a.m. they were 
awakened by aterrificrvar. Looking up, 
they saw a wave 30 feet high approachin 
them.

Mempuis (Tenn.), Feb. 25.—The storm 
here last night nearly reached the propor- 
tions of acyclone, The new cotton com- 
press near the depot, a brick mill and the 
Northern Methodist Church, were com- 
pletely wrecked, and many houses were 
damaged. ‘Trees were uprooted and tossed 
about like straws. In the business portion 
of the city not much damage was done be- 
yond the tearing down of sigus and break- 
ing of windows.

STRANGE DOINGS IN SIXTH. 
STREET PARK. 


Officer: Dorsey Has a “Scrap” with 
athe Girl's Lover—What She Says 
About It—Two Crazy People—An 
Old Lady Gets Off on National- 
ism—Another Old Pioneer Joins 
the Great Army. . 


Officer Dorsey had a rather exciting 
experience at the Sixth-street Park 
last night. Some days ago he noticed 
aman, accompanied by a girl appar- 
ently about 14 years of age, coming ont 
of a lodging-house at 4 o’clock in the 
morning. He thought that something 
was wrong, and meeting the girl on the 
streets afterward, asked her about the 
affair, when she said that she 
wish to get in any trouble, but the 
man had induced her to spend the 
night at the house with him, and she 
had been weak enough to eonsent.

Dorsey was not satisfied, and 
called up the occupants of the 
house, when they stated that the 
couple were intruders and had no 
business there. The officer again 
warned both the man and girl, and re- 
ported the case at police headquarters, 
when he received instructions that if 
he. caught them out together again to 
bring them in. Last night the officer 
detected them in a compromising posi- 
tion on one ot the benches in the park, 
and when be approached them the 
man assulted him with a loaded cane, 
striking him several blows. The officer 
then started in with his club, and suc- 
ceeded in knocking his man out. The 
girl, in the mean time, had started 
off on arun, and Dorsey, thinking that 
he had given the fellow his quietus for 
the time being, started in pursuit. The 
girl, however, made her escape in the 
darkness, and when the officer returned 
to get the man hé found that he had 
also given -him the slip, but had left 
his hat, a light-colored derby, and the 
loaded cane, which were brought to 
the station by the officer. Dorsey 
thinks he will have no trouble in iden- 
tifying the parties, and the matter will 
be fully investigated. 

Later in the night it seems that the 
girl and her escort met again, and in 
company with her uncle they started 
out to look Dorsey up. The girl and 
the man who was with her in the park 
tell a different story. She says the 
officer drove her escort off and wanted 
her to go out to Washington Gardens 
with him. This she refused to do, abd 
made her escape. She told her uncle 
about the matter, and he proposed 
that they confront Dorsey and make 
him explain the matter. She tells 
some hard stories on Dorsey, and says 
this is not the first time he has made 
improper proposals to her. The girl is 
known to several of the officers, but 
the young fellow who was with her was 
not recognized, but he is supposed to 
be a young Englishman who rooms in 
the vicinity of ark. 

The girl is about 16 years of age and 
belongs to a respectable family.

Lost Her Reason on Nationalism—

DAISY FRENCH. 


SHE EXONERATES J. A. CROSBY 
CRIME, 


Though She Tells a Story Which 

Does Not Reflect Much Credit 
y Upon Him—The Defondant Dis- 
charged on Both Complaints. 


The examination of John A. Crosby, 
the real-estate man charged with hav- 
ing ravished Daisy French and Annie 
Lindenfeldt, was set for 3 o’clock yes- 
terday afternoon before Justice 
Austin, and at that hour the 
courtroom was filled with men and 
young boys, all apparently eager to 
hear the details of what they thought 
would be a salacious case. 


San Francisco with her father yester- 
day morning, and put in an appear- 
ance about half an hour before the 
time set for the heariug, being shown 
into the Justice's private room. She 
is a nice looking, stylish girl, rather 
tall for her age, and quite modest in 
her demeanor, and seemed to appre- 
ciate the embarrassing situation in 
which she bad been placed. Her 
father remained by her side during the 
entire time that she was at the court- 
room, and she left in his company. 
At clock Justice Austin instructed 
the bailiff to bring the defendant into 
court, and he came in, accompanied by 
his attorney, F. R. Willis, Esq., of the 
firm of Willis & Treat, and took a seat 
at the table generally occupied by 
counsel. Assistant District Attorney 
Phibbs was busy before Justice Lock- 
wood at the time, and a long wait en- 
sued. The crowd waited patiently, not 
a man leaviug bis seat, but Mr. French 
and his daughter finally got, tired and 
left the building. An officer was sent 
after them, however, and they were 
brought back, and at 3:45 o0’clock the 
Assistant District Attorney, having 
finished his business in the other de- 
partment, came into the courtroom, 
when the case was at once called, and 
both sides said that they were ready to 
proceed. 

Mr. Willis then addressed the Court, 
saying that the case had attracted a 
great deal of attention, which had 
drawn the large crowd present. He 
did not object to the reporters being 
present, but he did not think there was 
any necessity for the spectators in the 
— hearing the testimony, and he 
-would therefore ask that it be cleared. 

The Assistant District Attorney 
joined in the request, whereupon the 
Justice ordered the room cleared of all 
except the officers of the court and the 
reporters. 

here was a general murmur of dis- 
appointment as the crowd filed out, 
and as soon as the room was cleared, 
the girl Daisy French was put on the 
stand. She repeated substantially the 
same story as heretofore published in 
regard to the carriage ride with Annie 
Lindenfeldt, Crosby and Friedler. | 
She said that she had known Friedler 
about three months, and Crosby about 
three weeks, having made his acquaint- 
ance through Friedler. She said that 
she and Annie met the men at the 
corner of Second and San Pedro 
streets, where they took a two-horse 
carriage and drove out into the coun- 
try, near Inglewood, where they had 
lunch. After lunch she and Friedler 
left Annie and Crosby, and walked off 
about thirty or ~ forty rods, 
where they sat down for ,fif- 
teen or twenty minutes, talking. 
Crosby and Annie afterward came 
to where they were, and she left 
Friedler and Annie together, and went 
back to the carriage with Crosby. 
They got into the carriage, Crosby on 
the front seat and she on the back, 

d, after talking a few minutes, 

osby made an — gd 
her, which she rejected, saying that 
she was a decent girl, and did not come 
out for anything of that kind, and if 
he tried to do anything, he would have 
to force her. Crosby replied that he 
would use no force, and then the mat- 
ter dropped, and after awhile Annie 
and Friedler came back to the car- 
riage, and they returned home, Crosby 
saying that he would never come out 
with that sort of a crowd again. Crosby 
did not rape her, did not use any force 
toward her, did not leave the seat in 
the carriage where he was sitting, and 
did not even lay his hands onher. She 
never saw bim do anything improper 
to Annie Lindenfeldt, nor had Annie 
ever complained to her that he had, 
and she was in seeing distance of them 
the whole time they were together. 
Friedler is now in Sau Francisco, and 
she had seen him there. She did not, 
however, leave the city with him, but 
was sent to her mother by her father, 
and had been brought back to this city 
by him. 

B. F. French, the father of the pre- 
ceding witness, was then P= upon the 
stand for the purpose of making an 
explanation, and, after being sworn, 
said that on Saturday, a week ago, Mr. 
Lindepfeldt had sent for him, when 
he told him the whole story was out; 
that Annie Lindenfeldt had told him 
that both she and his daughter had 
been ravished by Crosby and Friedler. 
and had even told him many alleged 
particulars of the affairs, saying that 
she had seen Crosby and his daughter 
struggling, and ‘heard her scream. 
He was grentty wrought up over the 
affair, and went tothe Chief of Police, 
who told him that Annie had told bim 
even more than she had him, and act- 
ing on this information he had sworn 
out the complaints. He then 
told how he had discovered that 
his daughter had been out with the 
Lindenfeldt girl, and, when he dis- 
covered where she had gone, he told 
her to tell him the whole truth and he 
would not punish her. She bad then 
told him some truth and some lies, and 
be had punished her some. The next 
night she stayed away from home, and 
when she returned he thought it best 
to get her out of town and sent her to 
her mother. 

At this point Mr. Willis objected to 
any further evidence of this sort, say- 
ing that it was immaterial, and he had 
listened thus far patiently because he 
understood that Mr. French wished to 
apologize for filing the complaints, but 
as he did not seem to wish to do so, he 
thought the matter should stop where 
it was. 

Assistant District Attorney Phibbs 
said that, as the papers had given con- 
siderable prominence to the case, he 
would like Mr. French to have an op- 
portunity to explain everything, and 


then asked the witness as to what his 


daughter had told him as to her being 
virtuous, 
Mr. French replied that she had told 
him that she was virtuous, and ex- 
presses a willingness to be examined 
by a physitian, if there was any doubt 
about it. He further said that he 
knew something of the character of 
the Lindenfeldt girl, and it was such 
that he forbade his daughter to-go with 
her. He had, however, brought the 
complaint on her story. 
The prosecuting attorney then 
tated that this was all the testimony 
the Slate had to offer. Subpœnas had 
been issued for the Lindenfeldt girl. 
but she could not be found, and 
her relatives had told him that she

Men who are 
looking for work would be willing to 
vote for the expenditure of $10,000,000, 
even if we had to pay 12 per cent. for 
it, provided it would furnish them with 
employment, nor could they be blamed 
for so very natural a course. Selt-pres- 
ervation is the first law of nature. 
That would not, however, at all 
prove that the entire sewer sys- 
tem, as proposed, ought to be 


built. Unemployed workingmen would 


be, excusable in voting for the bonds, 
as a starving wan is excusable in help- 
ing himself to food, but a newspaper 
is inexcusable for basing its arguments 
on 80 false a foundation. 

More than this. When the sewers 
are built, they will be built by con- 


tract. The contractors, following out 


another well recognized streak of hu- 
man nature, will get their help where- 
ever they can get it cheapest. There- 
fore, the roseate vistas of remunera- 
tive work for all, which are pictured 
by the reawakened Ballona advocates, 
are necessarily misleading. The ex- 
treme anxiety of these people for the 
“horny-handed sons of toil’? is too 
transparent, and too moldy a pre- 
tense. It will not work. 

As we showed when the Ballona 
outfall scheme was before the voters 
on à previous occasion, a great num- 
ber of the workingmen voters of Los 
Angeles are small property-owners.

DEMOCRACY IN ENGLAND.

ART AND AKTISTS. 


An Art Ciub Organized in Los 
Angeles, 

It is pleasant to note that at last 
Los Angeles has organized an art 
club in which the best of our local 
talent is interested. Association in 
this direction will have a tendency to 
elevate art in our midst and inspire it 
to greater effort. 

Art is an exacting mistress. She 
permits no trifling. The artist who 
witbholds a whole-learted interest in 
his work will accomplish nothing that 
is worthy. As uo poet can sing unless 
his soul is in his work, so no artist can 
paint unless every faculty is 
awake and enlisted in his subject. 
Years of patient study and effort are 
necessary before a good picture can 
be produced. All the gamut of color 
must be understood, all the mysteries 
of harmony and of contrast. What a 
volume does Nature offer in her rare 
atmospheric effects; in her marvelous 
mingling of lights and shadows; in the 
luminous ether, her golden sunbeams, 
her crystal waters and the untold 
variety of the vegetable world. 

“An artist.“ says one, is merely a 
copyist. But if he be a true artist he 
is infinitely more than that. He is a 
creator; an interpreter and a poet. 
The natural world is a voluminous 
epic, and to transcribe it be makes no 
use of words. His is the language of 
color and light, of detaii and outline. 
Was ever an iliad written that sur- 
passed the Angelus? Can any poet 
outrival it in its portrayal of reverent 
devotion and bumble worship? It is a 
song, a psalm of devout recognition 
of human need and humanduty. A 
suggestion of all that is highest and 
purest in human feeling. The artist 
must first be 
he can portray all this. He must have 
a large and intimate knowledge of 
human nature and a soul to enter into 
the spirit of worship. 


4 Art Notes, 

The New York Commercial Adver- 
tiser, in a recent issue, speaks of a 
auartette of notable paintings on exhi- 
bition in that city, beside introducing 
much other art gossip, which is full of 
interest. We make the following quo- 
tations trom the article: 

Four widely disgimilar phases of pictorial 
art are illustrated Ma group of paintings 
wich Messrs. Knoedler & Co. have im- 

rted and placed on view at their galleries. 
Ihe academic methods Bougereau, the 
plein air traditions of l'Hiermitte, the 
rom ntic naturalism of Jules Breton and 
the tender domestic genre of Josef Israels, 
all these artistic “quantities” are exempli- 
fied by their respective champions in an ex- 
hibition that confines euch painter to one 
picture, but that is—despite the limitations 
thus imposed—eminently representative. 

Bougereau’s “Chansons d' Amour“ is one 
of those pictures that will increase the 
artist's fame amoug his adherents, but that 
tells nothing encouraging to those who have 
been waiting patiently for -him to do a 
really great work. It is rather strange that 
Bougereau should be as popular among 
students as he is saidto be, for his work 
shows tendencies which the chief 
schools of the day are doing their best to 
eradicate. Ihe tendencies may cata- 
logued briefly as being towardan undue 
Suwoothness of brush work, a conventional 
and commonplace treatment of the nude, 
au elevation of mere gracefulness above the 
more important trutus of Nature and the 
cu'tivation of a standard of facial beauty, too 
weak to be called classic and too purged of 
all emotional expression to be ascribed to 
modern realistic inspiration. 

The picture at Knoedler’s exhibits all 
these faults, It is of a woman seated on a 
grassy bank with her feet restingon a 
sward that is slightly dotted with flowers. 
The lower limbs are crossed, the left arm 
resis in the lap, with a small bunch of 
pink flowers held in the hand. ‘The right 
hand is lifted to support the chin, and the 
head is thus inclined alittle toward the 
spectator. The face is of a pure oval type, 
remarkable for. an expression of insipid 
Sentiment. The hair is dark. Two cherubs 
are singing their lullaby of love in the 
woman's ears, and their spotless little 
bodies are painted with some skill against 
3 which is formed of a forest 
glade. 

Ihe picture’s best quality is in the color 
of the woman’s robe, ‘This isa sort ot morn- 
ing-glory purple that is well handled as 
regards the light and shade which diversi- 
fies its effect. This goes-to the production 
ofa color scheme which has a distinction 
very rarely discovered in Bougereau’s work. 
The figure is reposeful; that it is graceful 
may be affirmed also, though the critical 
eye will detect a suggestion of the woman’s 

having “gathered” herself together after 
the fashion of some lackadaisical heroines. 
The bated breath of the Bougereau wor- 
shiper, as he or she halts before this work, 
indicates that the painter has power to 
touch the sensibilities of a certain class, 
but it is to be hoped that the meretricious 
quality of his art may some day be more 
generally deprecated than It is pow. 

L’Hermitte’s “Gleaners” is a genuinely 
healthy picture, whose vigor and freshness 
are delightful. The scene is a broad field 
with peasants working under a full light.

The Messrs. Knoedler & Co. have evi- 
dently placed their highest hopes for public 
approval in the picture entitled “l’Appel 
du Soir,” which is one“of Jules Breton’s 
latest works. New York has its various 
schools of admiration, of course, and there 
are devotees of Breton just as there are dev- 
otees of Bougereau. Breton’s star is likely 


evening idyll is quite in his most sympa- 
thetic vein. The flat field with its green 
strips lying between the furrows spreads 
out beside a space that is covered with 
bushes.

The atmosphere of this picture will draw 
many visitors to it as soon as they enter the 
gallery. It is peaceful, solemn, mysterious, 
and, like the atmosphere in pictures by 
Breton’s great predecessor, breathes a re- 
ligious calm.. Breton deals gently with the 
sky, he seldom paints brilliant flashes of 
color, but works out a chastened and tender 
harmony of subdued tones. ‘There are 
passages of color in this sky that are like 
spun gold, they are so fine in quality.

Tun Prohibitionists object to the 
word license because it means legallz- 
ing the custom of indulging in wine or 
liquor, which they look upon as un- 
godly, a curse, and altogether wrong. 
There is a difference of opinion on this 
point. The Prohibitionists have a per- 
fect right to this view, just as the 
Mormons have a right to think that 
ten or twelve wives are about the right 
number; but they have not the right 
to insist that those who differ from 
them are morally wrong. If they think 
it wrong to drink a glass of San Ga- 
briel Valley wine or sell grapes to the 
wine-maker, well and good; but to try 
to use the machinery of State and city 
to prove that they are right would be 
an impertinence—could it rise to that 
dignity. 

THERE appears to be more fuss than 
feathers in the proposed great fight 
between the Prohibitionists .and the 
opposition in April, and when the 
question is fully understood and 
settles down to business, there will not 
be much to fight over. Said an old 
Pasadenian: “I am for the citizens’ 
ticket, as that is the party I can 
depend on to keep the saloon out. I 
have no fight to make against ordi- 
nance 125. If the Prohibitionsts 
are satisfied with it then I am, but 1 
can hardly believe them to be so blind 
as to think it amounts to anything. 
Let the ordinance stand, as far 
as I am concerned, but put 
in a set of men as Councilmen 
who will either stop this traffic in 
beer, whisky and wine, or make them 
pay for the privilege. The Prohibi- 

tionists are in the attitude of being 
free whisky men. They can’t stop the 
liquor business here and they will not 
allow it to be controlled, so as a result, 
liquor flows and no one but Los Ange- 
les dealers obtain a benefit.’’ 


As Arule there is a feeling of chivalry

- THE new boom has undoubtedly set 
in, and is going to be of greater import 
to Southern California than the one 
from which we are just recovering. 
There is nothing uncertain about the 
orange crop here, even in the days of 
the white and black scale. Now, when 
this evil has been entirely removed, 
the industry is the most promising ln 
this section, and one which is being 
seized upon with avidity by hundreds 
who cannot stand hard farm labor, 
and who desire something to produce 
an income. The orauge grove is as 
sure as money out at interest, and re- 
quires almost as little attention. Irri- 
gation and plowing several times a 
year, intelligent care of the trees, trim- 
ming and other points, and the work is 
done, and the raiser is prepared to 
sell his crop to the purchaser and re- 
ceive one, two or twenty thousand 
dollars, as the case may be. The 
orange lands of the San Gabriel are of 
the best, navels grown at Pasadena, 
Duarte and other points comparing 
well with the Riverside production. 
When this kind of farming, its little 
labor, its few vexations, is compared 
with that of the orninary eastern ag- 
riculturist, there is no comparison— 
the orange-raiser is a gentleman of 
leisure to a certain extent, while the 
New England farmer is a drudge, 
winter and summer. These points 
will tell,and are having their effect. 
Men who have led an active business 
lite, and who have some capital, are 
investing in orange lands, and propose 
to devote themselves to this attractive 
industry for the remainder of their 
days. To such persons Pasadena 
orange land is being sold, and the de- 
mand will soon exceed the supply.

‘PASADENA’S LIGHT. 


WHERE A PART OF IT COMES 
FROM, 


How Electricity Is Generated—Ex- 
pensive Machinery — The Iron 
Poles Asserted to Be Safe—The 

Meter System in Illuminating 
Residences. 


In order to give the public some idea 
of the progress of electric lighting in 
this city, the Tres reporter recently 
called upon Mr. Torrance, manager of 
the company, and was by him invited 
to visit the plant, on South Broadway. 
During the past season the company 
has erected a commodious brick build- 
ing, with cement floors and iron roof, 
and equipped the same with the most 
modern machinery obtainable in the 
business. 

The west portion of the building is 
partitioned off for the boiler-room, and 
contains a battery of three 75 horse- 

wer boilers. Under these crude oil 
s used as a fuel to make steam. The 
oil is a California 44 and is 
shipped from the mills in large tanks, 
and pumped from these into a receiv- 
ing tank, set up sufficiently high to 
allow of a pressure to the burners, lo- 
cated beneath the boiler. 1 

In the east end of the building are 
located the engines, shafting. electrical 
apparatus, etc. Two Corliss en- 
gines are used, one of 125 horse-power 
and the other of 75 horse-power. 
These engines are each belted to a 
counter-shaft extending the width of 
the building, andso arranged that they 
may be run separately or together. At 
present the large engine is used until 
12p.m. After that hour the smaller is 
operaced until morning. 

Three dynamos are used at present, 
there being one arc and two incandes- 
cent. The arc machine has a capacity 
of 50 1200 candle-power, and the in- 
candescent 1200 16 candle-power. 
These machines are belted to the 
counter-shaft, and run at a high rate

e company claims that the iron 
poles in use are perfectly safe and 
preferable to wooden® That every pre- 
caution is taken that a leakage to 
ground through the poles does not oc- 
cur, as it would be a waste of power 
and injurious to the machines and reg- 
ularity of the lights. That each day 
the lineman travels over the entire 
circuit in trimming the lamps and in 
seeing that the lines are in good re- 
pair; and should the lines in any man- 
ner become detached from the insula- 
tor and sag down, it is quite likely to 
be noticed. Again, each day before 
starting, the engineer tests the lines 
for ground, by introducing a magneto 
Imto the circuit, which will show the 
slightest ground anywhere on the line. 
These precautions are taken, as pre- 
viously stated, so that there may be no 
waste of power, and also to preclude 


curred, as it causes a flashin 
machines, and is liable to burn out 
certain parts. The company ‘says, 
however, that even admitting that it is 
ible for the wire to become de- 
ched. from the insulator and 
against the pole 1 they do not 
consider probable) there would be no 
danger to human life, even should the 
whole current pass through the pole to 
the ground. The pole is about ninety 

r cent. a better conductor than the 

uman body, and the earths still bet- 
ter conductor, and as electricity fol- 
lows the shortest and easiest route, it 
will pass through the pole instead of 
the person, unless he is a mighty mean 
man. In this case itis difficult to say 
what electricity might do for him. 

Mr. F. H. Whipple, expert and edit- 
or of electrical publications in Detroit, 
writes: “Should such a contact be 
made that the whole current would go 
through the pole to the ground, the 
pole would act the same as a live wire, 
which may lie on the ground. So long 
as the wire ison the ground you can 
move it with your foot, and there will 
be no evil effects. It is only when the 
ground contact is broken that danger 
results. The company has adopted 
the meter system with residence light- 
ing. These measure the current used 
per hour, registering one ampere of 
current for each 16 candle-power lamp 
in use. The rate established is one 
and three-eighth cents per lamp per 
hour. For example, should you use 
four lamps for two hours, the ‘cost 
would be 11 cents. The incandescent 
system is made absolutely safe by 
means of transformers, or converters, 
operating on the principle that a cur- 
rent of electricity, passing through a 
coil of wire, creates by induction a 


of the 


current in . another coil en- 
tirely insulated from it; so 
that, in fact, the branch wires 


leading into buildings are entirely dis- 
connected from the Main-street wires. 
In this case the transformer trans- 
forms or reduces the pressure to 50 
volts. Additional sateguards are 
used, such as strips of soft metal in- 
troduced into the building directly 
after entrance to the building is 
effected, which will melt or fuse at a 
ow temperature, so that in case the 
wires become too warm by overload- 
ing, the metal melts or fuses, breaking 
the circuit and stopping the current. 
The Boston Manuufacttfrers’ Mutual 
Fire Insurance Company has issued a 
circular in which it says: Since 
April 1, 1882, a period of nearly eight 
years, we have received uo notice of 
any fire which could be attributed to 
electricity in any risk insured by this 
company. Our experience, therefore, 
justifies the conclusion to which we 
came after the first two years of 
electric lighting, that under proper 
safeguards, it is the safest method of 
lighting that can be introduced.“

A FAT FOX. 


WHAT: CONSTITUTES ORUELTY 
TO ANIMALS WE HUNT. 


A Pennsylvania Case That Has At- 
tracted Much Attention — Two 
Men Arrested for Running Down 
A Fox—One of the Defendants 
Discharged. 


Pasadena borsemen and hunters will 
days ago two membersof the Black 
fore a justice of the peace, in Media,Pa., 


on a regular hunt day. The charge 
preferred wag cruelty to animals. 

The Black Horse Club is an organiza- 
tion formed on much the same basis as 
the Valley Hunt. Hunts are partici- 
pated in on regular occasions, and the 
fox is the animal that furnishes most 
of the spurt, coyotes and jack rabbits 
being unknown quantities. On a re- 
cent hunt a fox that had been cap- 
tured several weeks before was liber- 
ated. Twenty minutes later the 
hounds were loosed, and not very long 
after the fox was cold in death. 

The woman’s branch of the Societ 
for the Prevention of Cruelty to Ani- 
mals took up the matter and arrested 
the master of the hounds and the lib- 
erator of the fox for alleged cruelty to 
animals. The case attracted wide- 
spread attention from the fact that 
Adjt.-Gen. Hastings and Collector of 
Customs Cooper of Philadeiphia were 
foremost in the hunt. When it came 
up for trial before a justice, the prose- 
cution brought forward but one wit- 
ness. The testimony of this man, who 
is an Officer of the society, was to the 
effect that the fox when liberated had 
been overfed and could notrun. When 
cross-examined as to how he knew the 
animal was overfed, the witness be- 
came confused and did not really ap- 
pear to know much about it. Later on 
it was discovered that a mistake in 
the warrant of the one defendant had 
been made, and he was accordingly 
discharged. 

The lawyer for the prosecution asked 
that the other defendant be held for 
court, he contending that the killing 
of the fox was cruel because it had 
been done for sport. After some de- 
liberation the justice put the defend - 
ant under 8100 bonds to appear at 


court.
